| Speaker at Electrical Board of 
| Trade Luncheon Was 
Nearly Held Up When 


| Carrying $23,000. 


‘of a traveling salesman in Mexico 
were related yesterday by Charles E. 


Sharp, an electrical supply merchant 


with offices in the Security Building, 
at the Electrical Board of Trade 
luncheon at Hotel Statler. Sharp has 
‘made 33 journeys to Mexico before, 
during and since the revolution in 
‘that country, and once had a nar- 
row escape from being held up by 
‘bandits when he was carrying $23,- 


000. 

Mexico. he said, is prospering un- 
der Cafranza and is entering just 
now on a great business era. It is a 
‘large market for St. Louis industries 
he pointed out, as many local manu- 
facturers ship to that country, but 
business with Mexico could be in- 
creased a thousand fold if the indus- 
tires of this city would go after it 
in the right way. 

“The Mexican merchant is a little 
/hard to deal with.”’ said Sharp, “be- 


|cause the honor system is the basis 
_of his trading. He insists on paying 


|cash for everything, and likewise ex- 
‘acts cash for his products. He is 
lscrupulous in meeting his obliga- 
‘tions. and deals always above board. 
Notwithstanding the unsettled af- 
‘fairs during the revolution, I never 
lost a cent on any of my accounts. 
“Business Men Not Bandits.” 
“The Mexican business man is not 
understood generally in this country 
‘for the reason that he is sometimes 
‘classed with the marauding bands 
and peace disturbers of that coun- 
try. We have robber bands opera- 
‘ting in daylight in St. Louis, and it 
would be quite unfair to judge the 
peaceful citizens with that element 


as the criterion. ; 
“The Mexican business man 1S 
well-educated and lives quite as well 
as our best citizens. He 
at all times, honest, but a 
trader and shrewd in business af- 
fairs. He does not like to do busi- 
ness. however, without application of 
‘the personal equasion,; he must 
know the man with whom he deals. 
| “Once you have established your- 


good 


to 


self in his confidence, he will go 
anv length of trust. The Mexican is 
59 good a business man that failures 
ere rare in that country. Few if an) 
\fiexicans embark in business without 
capital or something to assure auc- 
cess. so there is little danger 0! 
trading with irresponsible people. 


“Mexicans like St. Louis; indeed, | 
they prefer it to some other large | 


cities. chieflv on account of the name 
‘St Louis,” a name revered by the 
Mexicans Its sound is familiar to 


them because of their own San Luis, 
and most of the influential Mexicans | 
who come to this country visit this 


city. 

“Stocks of merchandise in Mex- 
ico which were depleted during the 
revolution have not all been replen- 
ished, and now is an opportune time 


for St. Louis to cultivate that trade 


Conditions in Mexico today are safe 
fir any kind of venture, as CarranzZa 
bas the situation well in hand, and 
he has the support of nearly all the 
responsible people of his country.” 
Preceding his discussion of busi 
ness opportunities in Mexico, Sharp 
told of difficulties he encountered 
in obtaining a passport for his last, 


journey, in November last, and sub-, 


scquent red tape along the border 
“I crossed the line at Laredo. 


'Tex.,”’ he related, “and the Mexicans 


rromptliy fumigated my  bageage. 


This was done not so much sg 


they suspected me of harboring in- 
sidious disease germs. but because) 
the United States once inaugurated 
the system of fumigating Mexicans 
coming this way so the Mexicans 
fumigate Americans in retaliation. 
No Change With Purchase. 
“Then I purchased a ticket to

“Upon my return to the United 
States, I was entrusted with the care | 
of four boys, relatives of one of mv 
customers They were to attend a 
school at Boston.

shouted that bandits were approach- 
ing from down the track, and so the 
train started with a jerk.

“Meanwhile the bandits came clo- 
ser, and we feared for our safety, 
as the train was getting under way | 
very slowly. 

“On came the bandits. on each 
side of the track. riding like men 
of the Wild West show, rifles slung | 
across their saddles and shouting to 
our engineer to stop. 

Passengers were secreting their 
money in unheard of places. One 
old man unloosed a well-filled money 
belt and hid it in the water cooler. 
I had made up my mind to jump out 
of a window and dash for a nearby: 
cornfield with my money amounting
